Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Authoritys- 

(a)  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Housing  Surveyor. 

(b)  Surveyor  and  Water  Engineer. 

(c)  Temporary  Medical  Officer  of  Health  (Part-time), 

( a )  laboratory  Facilities. 

Provided  by  the  County  Authorities.  The  nearest  laboratory 
to  this  area  being  at  Bath. 


(b)  Ambulance"  Facilities. 

Under  the  control  of  the  Health  Department  of  the  County  Council 
at  Taunton.  There  is  a  local  Ambulance  Station.  The  service  is  good. 
A  car  service  is  also  provided  for  those  requiring  transport  on  medical 
grounds.  A  few  people  will  not  accept  this  condition  readily. 


( c )  Nursing  in  the  Home, 

(i )  Maternity  and  District  Nurses. 

The  nurses  in  the  area  continue  to  provide  an  efficient 
and  sympathetic  service. 

(ii )  The  Home  Help  Service. 

It  would  appear  that  the  demand  on  this  service  still 
exceeds  the  supply.  It  is  a  service  of  great  value.

(iii)  Red  Cross  Depot. 

Considerable  use  is  made  of  the  loan  department. 

It  is  a  great  asset  to  the  oommunity  to  have  trained 
medical  personnel  distributed  through  the  area, 

( d )  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

( 1 )  Tuberculosis. 

The  local  clinic  run  by  the  County  Health  Authority  is 
at  Radstock.  .  The  newer  methods  both  medical  and  surgical 
used  in  treating  this  disease  are  producing  good  results. 

The  last  few  years  the  waiting  time  for  getting  cases  to 
hospital  when . necessary  has  been  greatly  reduced. 

(2 )  Venereal  Disease. 

The  infrequent  cases  occurring  in  this  area  are  treated 
at  clinics  in  Bath  or  Bristol.  There  are  some  obvious  advantages 
in  having  the  clinics  at  a  small  distance, 

(3 )  Infant  and  Child  Welfare  Services, 

The  clinics  are  reasonably  well  attended. 

(4)  Maternity  Services, 

It  is  considered  that  attention  given  over  confinements  in 
the  home  by  the  nurses,  and  at  Paulton  Hospital  reaches  a  high 
standard.  Difficult  cases  are  dealt  with  at  the  Bath  Hospitals. 

It  is  valuable  in  all  respects  that  some  local  doctors  and  the 
nurses  are  seeing  cases  together.  The  initiative  of  the  nurses 
has  achieved  this.  There  is  difficulty  in  getting  sufficient 
midwifes  to  staff  Paulton  Hospital. 

(5 )  Dental  Treatment , 

The  state  of  dental  hygiene  in  far  too  many  cases  is  poor. 
Dental  charges  to  the  patient  in  the  Rational  Health  Service  help 
to  make  this  state  of  affairs  persist.  They  are  condemned.  A 
good  local  service  is  given  in  this  area  by  private  dental  surgeons. 

(6 )  Mental  Cases, 

The  County  Health  Authority  runs  the  service.  The  public 
are  becoming  more  accustomed  to  think  of  mental  illness  in  the 
same  wa y  as  any  other  disease.  This  makes  it  easier  to  get 
patients  to  accept  treatment. 

(7 )  Ho  act  ion  has  been  taken  under  the  Rational  Assistance  Act,  1948* 

( e)  Hospital  Services, 

The  District  is  in  the  Bath  Clinical  Area,  and  consultant  advice 
is  usually  obtained  from  this  quarter, 

Claverton  Down  Hospital  admits  cases  of  infectious  disease. 

Urgent  cases  are  dealt  with  expeditiously  through  the  Emergency 
Bed  Bureau. 

The  shortage  of  beds  for  the  chronic  sick  continues.  Owing  to 
the  increasing  proportion  of  elderly  people  in  the  population  this 
problem  is  likely  to  continue  for  many  years. 

in  some  specialities  the  waiting  time  for  outpatient  appointments 
and  admission  to  hospital  is  still  too  long, 

(f )  General  Health  Services. 

The  Rational  Health  Service  should  be  free  at  the  time  of  use. 

The  division  of  patients  into  paying  and  non-paying  classes  leads  to 
abuses  and  is  disliked.  The  medical  needs  of  a  patient  should  be 
the  only  criterion  in  considering  his  treatment. 

(g)  Care  of  the  Blind. 

The  service  for  those  with  defective  vision  is  run  by  the  County 
Health  Authority.

(h)  Cancer, 

Statistics  show  that  whilst  deaths  due  to  lung  cancer  for 
heavy  smokers  are  1  in  8,  for  non-smokers  it  is  estimated  to  he 
1  in  300$  with  intermediate  graduations  according  to  the  quantity 
smoked.  It  is  considered  that  these  figures  never  have  received 
the  publicity  they  constantly  merit.  The  responsible  authorities 
appear  to  be  evading  their  duty,  especially  to  the  young,  owing  to 
the  large  financial  interests  involved. 

The  Cancer  Relief  Organisation  is  starting  a  local  branch  to 
give  help  where  this  disease  inflicts  hardship.  Whilst  this  is 
admirable  in  itself  it  is  doubtful  whether  this  malady  in  particular, 
causes  as  much  distress  as  some  other  complaints. 

(i )  Epileptics  and  Spastics, 

The  family  Doctor  treats  such  cases.  The  County  Health 
Authority  is  interested  in  defective  children. 

( j )  Senility.  • 

Voluntary  bodies  do  much  to  help  the  aged  in  this  district. 

There  is  still  scope  for  further  activities.

This  has  been  generally  satisfactory.  The  water  is  being 
constantly  tested.  The  Chilcompton  supply  is  a  source  of  anxiety. 
It  is  hoped  that  when  Chew  Valley  water  is  available  in  this 
district  the  Chilcompton  source  can  be  dispensed  with.  During 
the  year  a  new  chlorination  plant  was  installed  at  Chilcompton. 

The  samples  taken  since  this  are  satisfactory. 

During  any  prolonged  dry  spell  there  will  be  a  shortage  of 
water  until  water  from  the  Chew  Valley  Reservoir  is  available.

It  is  proposed  to  increase  the  supply  with  water  from  the 
Chew  Valley  reservoir,  and  to  lay  extension  mains  in  the  district 
to  use  this  supply  effectively. 

This  scheme  is  dependant  on  the  Clutton  Rural  Council  laying 
the  mains  necessary  to  increase  both  the  supply  for  their  district 
and  this  one. 

(2)  Swimming  Bath. 

The  water  is  by  Council  supply  and  is  chlorinated  and  filtered 
by  a  Bell  Filtration  and  Chlorination  Plant.  It  is  estimated  that 
on  an  average  152  people  used  the  bath  daily  during  the  season. 

This  is  less  than  last  year,  but  the  season  was  poor.  The  water 
tests  have  been  satisfactory. 

(3)  Sanitation. 

The  district  is  served  by  two  reasonably  modern  Sewage 
Disposal  Works. 

The  work  of  laying  a  new  sewer  at  Thicketmead  is  now  completed. 
This  means  that  the  whole  district  is  sewered  except  for  a  part  of 
Radstock  Road,  Midsomer  Norton.

Whooping  Cough. 

This  is  not  only  an  unpleasant,  but  also  a.  serious  disease  in  the 
young.  Immunization  although  in  many  cases  it  will  only  modify  the  severity, 
is  considered  very  valuable  in  consequence. 

When  however,  whooping  cough  vaccine  is  used  in  mixed  vaccines,  the 
Authorities  think  the  recipient  for  a  few  weeks  is  more  susceptible  to  Acute 
Poliomyelitis,  They,  therefore,  advise  that  it  be  used  separately.  It 
is  asking  too  much  of  many  parents  to  bring  their  children  for  immunization 
on  a  further  three  occasions,  and  thus  many  will  be  left  unprotected.  The 
best  compromise  may  be  to  use  the  combined  vaccine  as  a  general  rule,  but 
to  stop  using  it  during  the  poliomyelitis  season,  or  if  a  case  is  reported 
in  the  district,
